Teodoro pleaded guilty 
and police witnesses were not required. He was 
sentenced by Judge Milton J. Helmick to a fine of 
UeS. $10 on the first count and to a term of 
imprisonment of 10 months in Bilibid Prison, Manila, 
on the other three counts, the latter sentence to 
be suspended for 5 years, he being placed on parole 
for that period. In the event of his contravening 
the law during that time he may be arrested by the 
U.S. Marshal and sent to Manila to serve his sentence. 

Teodoro paid the fine and has now been

Can Ghina be milled an independent country when she hrs to 
create » speciel status in her own territory for the 
co-operation with Japan in the matter of national defence? 

(3) The creation of a region in the Lower Yangtze 
for close economic co-operation simply means that what China 
possesses belongs to Jnpan and whe& China owns Japan has the 
right to takee 
(4) The creation of special positions on islands 
along the South China coast will mean the. cossstion of free 
trade between Chinn end foreign countries and turn that 
region into a Japanese bese in the event of a wnr between 
Japan end any European Power on the Paoifio or Indian Ocenns. 

: Secondly, the section dealing with “good 
ln ag with neighbouring countries® contain the following 
points:- 

1) Infinite rapprochement. 

2) The adoption of chain-like mensures for the 
whole scheme. The “chain" is tantamount to the fettcring of 
future generstions. 

The term “infinite rapprochement” is one newly 
invented by Japan. Wang Ching-wei hes said that he under- 
stands the general outline of Prince Konoye's statement, but 
does he realize that Japm is demanding “infinite rapprochement’ 
Wang Ching-wei's newspaper organs have shamelessly announced 
that economic co-operation would be limited, but the Japanese 
went “infinite rapprochement." What does the wore “infinite" 
mean? We have a term in Chinese meaning “boundless campletenes~’ 
Therefore the word *infinite* merns “boundless or “cndless". 
Apert from affiliation, there can be no rapprochement: between 
two sides of such » boundless or endless character. Such a 
rapprochement would be nothing less than subjugation... : 

(3) Before Japan snd Manchukuo can respect the 
sovereign and territorial rights of China, the puppet regime 
must first recognise Manciukuo.

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(4) The suppression of propaganda and 
education as well as of political administration, commercia.

1) As from this month, the employees will be given a 

monthly rice allowance of $3 each. 

2) The original bonus equivalent to three days’ pay will be 
hereafter granted as a permanent allowance. other 
bonus of three days' pay now demanded will be called a 
provisional allowance and will come into effect as from 
January 1 next year. 

3) As regards the protection of our employment, the 
pee papery will not dismiss any worker unless verbal 
w ngs have been given him. The number of warnings, 
however, is not certain. ; 

4) Measures will be devised in connection with the issue of 
amual bonus to the employees. A definite réply in this 
respect will be given to the employees before the end of 
the year. The management will not disappoint the 
employees. 

To secure co-operation between the capital and 
labour, and knowing that protection of the company means 
the preservation of our livelihood, we have regarded for 
the time being the above reply as satisfactory, but a 
full settlement of the dispute has not yet been effected.

To obtain a reply to this question, we have 
first to study the following pointss- 

We should examine the ciroumstences thet 
had brought about the blockade of the British end French 
Concessions in Tientsin and the International Settlement 
at Kiulsngsu. We lmow that the Tientsin blockede is only 
8 prelinin®ry step towards the seizure of the rights end 
interests of Britain, France and other Powers. If this 
step proves successful, Japan will become more aggressive}

Will the blockade suéceed? What does Japan 
expect to derive from the blockade?

Will the authorities of the British Concession 
ecoept these demmnds? They are not in a position to comply 
with thosc demands. It is not because of thoir regard for 
hinese rights and interests or for the purpose of 
protecting the Chinese patriotic claments that the British 
will reject these demands, but because they realise that 
once the demnds are scoepted, Japan may resort to similar 
steps to enforce further demands on Britain snd sovun 
Britain will lose all her interests in the Far East. That 
this surmise is not absolutely growdless is proved by 


the fact that J head at first demanded only the 
extradition of four p@triotio Chinese elements, but 
afterwards the number of demands inocroesed as if Japan

The number of Chinese newspapers 
which are supporting the peace movement of the 
"Reformed Government" are increasing, while the 
anti-Japanese campaign of Chinese language newspapers 
of Chungking Government is limited in Shanghai to 
the “Shun Pao", the "Sin Wan Pao", the "Chinese- 
American Daily News", the “Ta Ying@Ya Yao" and the 
Hwa Mei Vian Pao” which are being published under 
American or British registration. 

The "Shun Pao” and the "Sin 
Wan Pao®, wiioh have a large circulation on the 
gouth side of the creek, are reported to have declared 
their neutrality but in reality they are still 
supporting the Chungking Government. Other email 
anti-Japanese newspapers have only small circulation 
and are finding it financially difficult to conti: 3 
publication.
